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Mkssags or Je^p Davis.— The message of 
Jeff Davis to the rebel Congress is published 
in the Richmond papers. It 13 anything bat 
a cheerful document. His summary of the 
military situation is especially mournful. 
We give some extracts: 

Grave reverses betel our arms soon after 
your departure from Richmond. Kirly in 
July our strongholds at Vicksburg and Port 
Hudson, together with their entire g.vrnson^, 
capitulated to the combined land and nayal 
forces of the enemy. Th* important interior 
position of Jackson next fell into their tempo- 
rary possession. &ttf unsuccessful a*saiU on 
the post at Hebjeti was folio-wad, at a later pe- 
riod, by tifc-'invasion of Arkansas; and the 
retreat 6f Mir army from Little Rock gave to 
the/nTmy the control of the important val- 
in which it is situated. 

• * The able commander who 
conducted the campaign in Virginia deter- 
mined to meet the threatened advance on Rich- 
mond—for which the enemy had made long 
and costly preparations— by forcing their ar- 
mies to cross the Potomac and fight in defence 
of their own capital and homes. Transferring 
■he battle-field to their own soil, he succeeded 
it. voDjpeiV.'j ft their rapia u&tttil irom J 
Buia, and in the hard fought battle of Gettys- 
burg inflicted such severity of punishment a3 
disabled them from early renewal of tho cam- 
pflgn a3 originally projected. l"o fortunately 
He communications on which our general re- 
lied for receiving his supplies of munitions 
Sere interrupted by extraordinary floods, 
■ -which so swelled the Potomac as to render 
impassable the fords by which his advance had 
been made, and he was thus forced to a with- 
drawal, which was conducted with delibera- 
tion, after securing large trains of captured 
^applies, and with a constant but unaccepted 
tender of battle. On more than one occasion 
the enemy has since made demonstration of a 
purpose to advance, invariably followed by a 
precipitate retreat to intrenched lines.on th3 
approach of our forces. 

The effective check thus opposed to the ad- 
vance of tha invaders at aii points was such 
es" to afford hope of their early expulsion from 
portions of the territory previously occupied 
by them, when the country was painfully 
surprised by the intelligence that the officer in 
command of Cumberland Gap had surrender- 
ed that important and easily defensible pa33 
without firing a shot, upon tho summons of a 
force stiil believed to have been inadequate to 
its reduction, and when reinforcements were 
within supporting distance and had been or- 
dered to his aid Tiie entire garrison, includ- 
ing the commander, being still heid as prison- 
* rby the enemy, I am unable to lamest any 
explanation of this disaster, which l»id open 
Eastern Tennessee and Southwestern Virginia 
to hostile operation?, and broke the line of 
communication between the. seat of govern- 
ment and Middle Tennessee. This easy sac- 
cess of the enemy was, followed by an ad- 
vance of General Rosecrans into Georgia, 
and our army evacuated Chattanooga and 
availed itself of the opportunity thus afforded 
_^ ^ijf^TTTfrrrinr off 'the field of Chickamauga one 
of the most brilliant and decisive victories of 
the war. This signal defeat of G«n. Rosecrans 
was followed by his retreat into Chattanooga, 
where his imperilled position had the imme- 
diate effect of relieving the pressure of the in- 
vasion at other points, forcing the concentra- 
tion, far his relief, of large bodies of troop3 
withdrawn from the armies in the Mississippi 
Valley and in Northern Virginia. The com- 
bined forces thus accumulated against us in 
Tennessee so greatly outnumbered our army 
as to enconrage the enemy to attack. After 
a long and severe battle, in which great car- 
nage was inflicted on him, some of our troops 
inexplicably abandoned positions' of great 
strength, and by a disorderly retreat com 
polled the commander to withdraw the forces 
elsewhere successful, and finally to retire with 
his whole army to a position some twenty or 
thirty miles to the rear. It is believed that if 
the trcops who yielded to the assault had 
fought with the valor which they had dis- 
played on previous occasions, and which was 
manifested in this battle on the other parts of 
the lines, the e.cemy would have been re- 
pulsed with very great slaughter, and our 
country would have escaped the misfortune, 
and the army the mortification, of the first de- 
feat that has resulted from misconduct by the 
troops. In the meantime the army of General 
Burnnide was driven from its field po»itio js 
in En'stera Tennessee, and forced to retreat 
into its intrenchments at Knoxville, where for 
some weeks it was threatened with capture by 
the forces under General Longstreet. No in 
formation has reached me of the final result 
of the operations of our commander, though 
intelligence has arrived of his withdrawal 
from that place. 

FOREIGN RELATION'S. 

On this point the message says: 
I regret to inform you that there has be?n 
no improvement in the state of our relations 
with foreign countries since my message in 
January last. On the contrary, there has 
been a still greater divergence in the conduct 
of European pations from that practical im- 
partiality which alone deserves the name of 
neutrality, and their action, in some ca303, has 
assumed a character positively unfriendly. 
You have heretofore been informed that, 



to the acknowledgmt nt of our rights by other 
powers. So soon as it had become apparent, 
by the declarations of the British ministers in 
the debates of the British Parliament in July 
last, that her Majesty's government was de- 
termined to persist indefinitely in a course of 
policy which, under professions of neutrality, 
had become subservient to the designs of our 
enemy, I felt it my duty to recall the commis- 
sioners formerly accredited to that court, and 
the^orrespondence on the subject is submit- 
ted to you." 

WITUOCT A HRMEDY. 

"President'' Davis sees no remedy for all 
these evils. He says: 

"I am well aware that we are unfortunately 
without adequate remedy fir the injustice un- 
der which we have suffered at the hands of a 
powerful nation, at a juncture when our en- 
tire resources are absorbed in the defence of 
our lives, liberties, and independence, against 
sn enemy possessed of greatly superior num- 
bers and material resources. Claiming no 
favor, desiring no aid, conscious of our own 
ability to defend our own right3 against the 
utmost efforts of an infuriate foe, wo had 
thought it not extravagant to expect that as- 
sistance would bo withheld from •*» enemie?, 
and that the conduct of foreign nations would 
be marked by a genuine impartiality between 
the belligerents. It was not supposed that a 
professed neutrality would be so conducted as 
to justify the Foreign Secretary of the British 
nation in explaining, iu correspondenca with 
our enemies, how 'the impartial observance 
of neutral obligations by her Majesty's Gov- 
ernment has thus been exceedingly advanta- 
geous to the cause of the more powerful of the 
'ontending parties.' The British Gov- 
ernment ma5* deem this war a favorable occa- 
sion for establishing, by the temporary sacri- 
fice of their neutral rights, a precedent which 
shall justify the future exercise of those ex- 
treme belligerent pretensions that their navil 
power renders so formidable.'' 

RETALIATION HINTED AT. # 

"J have stated that we are without adequate 
remedy against the injustice under which we 
suffer. There are but two measures that seem 
applicable to the present condition of our re- 
'.aticve wi'h neutral powers. One is to imi- 
tate the wrong of which we complain, to re- 
taliate by the declaration of a paper blockade 
of the coast of the United States, and to cap- 
ture ell neutral vessels trading with their 
ports that our crusici-. can iuieioept on the 
high seas. This measure I cannot recom- 
mend. It is true that, in so doing, we 
should but follow the precedents set by Great 
Britain and France in the Berlin and Milan 
decrees, and the British orders in council at 
the beginning of-tbe present century. But it 
must ba remembered that we ourselves pro- 
tested against those very measures as signal 
violations of the law of nations, and declared 
the attempts to excuse them, on the ground of 
tbeir being retaliatory, utterly insignificant. 
Tbc^blockades are now quoted by writers on 
puliicRtir'aff a standing reproach on the good 
name of the nations who were betrayed by 
temporary exasperation into wrong doing, 
and onght to be regarded rather as errors to 
be avoided than as examples to be followed. 

The other measure is not open to this ob- 
jection. The second article of the declaration 
of Par-?, which provide3 'that the neutral flag 
covers enemy's goods, with the exception of 
contraband of Wt.r,' was a new concession by 
belligerents in favor of neutrals, and no' sim- 
ply the enunciation of an acknowledged pre- 
existing rule, like the fourth article, which re- 
ferred to blockades. To this concession we 
bound ourselves by the convention with Great 
Britain and France, which took the shape of 
the resolutions adopted by your predecessors 
on the 13th of August, 1861. The considera- 
tion tendered us for that concession has been 
withheld. We have, therefore, the undenia- 
ble right to refuse longer to remain bound by 
a compact which the other party refuses to 
fulfil. But we should not forget that war is 
but temporary, and that we desire th*t peace 
shall be permanent. The future policy of the 
Confederacy must ever be to uphold neutral 
rights to their full extent. The principles of 
the declaration of Paris commend themselves 
to our judgment as more just, more humane, 
and more consonant with modern civilization, 
then those belligerent pretensions which great 
naval powers have heretofore sought to intro- 
duce into tho maritime code. To forego our 
undeniable right to the exercise of those pre- 
tentions is a policy higher, worthier of us and 
our cause, than to revoke our adhesion to prin- 
ciples that we approve. Letour hope for ro- 
drees rest rather on a returning sense of jus- 
tice, which cannot fail to awaken a great peo- 
ple to the consciousness that the war in which 
we are engaged ought rather to be mads a 
reesou for forbearance of advantage than an 
occasion for the unfriendly conduct of which 
we make just complaint." 

MEXICO. 

On the movements in Mexico the message 
says: 

"The events of the last year have produced 
important changes in the condition of our 
Southern neighbor. The occupation of the 
Capital of Mexico by the French army, and 
the establishment of a provisional government, 
followed by a radical change in the constitu- 
tion of the country, have excited lively inter- 
est. Although preferring our own govern- 
ment and institutions to those of other coun- 
tries, we can have no disposition to contest 
the exercise by them of the same right of self- 
government, which we assert for ourselves. If 
the Mexican people prefer a monarchy to a 
republic, it is our plain duty cheerfully to ac- 
quiesce in their decision, and to evince a sin- 
cere and friendly interest in their prosperity. 
If, however, the M< sicaus prefer maintaining 



ignorant of, even if they do not design, the 
probable result. How many of our unfortu- 
nate friends and comrades, who have passed 
unscathed through numerous battles, will 
perish on Johnson's Island, under the cruel 
trial to which they are subjected, none but 
the Omniscient can foretell." 

TOE REPEL NAW. 

"The report of the Secretary cf the Navy 
gives in detail the operations of that depart- 
ment since January last, embracing informa- 
tion of the disposition and employment of the 
vessels, officers, and men, and the construc- 
tion of vessels at Richmond, Wilmington, 
Charleston, Savannah, Mobile, Selma, and on 
tie rivers Roanoke, Neuse, Pedee, Chattahoo- 
chee, and Tombigbee; the accumulation of 
ehiptimber and supplies, and the manufacture 
of ordnance and ordnance stores and equip- 
ments. The founderies and workshops have 
been greatly improved, and tbeir capacity to 
supply all demands for heavy ordnance for 
coast and harbor defence is only limited by 
our deficiency in the requisite skilled labor. 
The want of such labor and of seamen serious- 
ly affects the operations of the department. 

"The skill, courage, nnd activity of our 
cruisersatsea cannot be too highly commend- 
ed. They have inflicted heavy lossc3 on the 
enemy without suffering a single disaster, 
and have seriously damaged tho shippiug in- 
terests of the United Statc3 by compalling 
their foreign commerce to seek the protection 
of neutral Hags. 

POSTOFFICB. 

"The Postmaster General reports the receipts 
of that department for the fiscal year ending 
the 30th of June last to have been $3,337,833 
01, and the expenditures for the same period 
$2,062,804 67. The statement thiu exhibits 
an excess of receipts amounting to $675,043 
44, instead of a deficiency of more than a 
million of dollars, as was the case in the 
preceding fiscal year. It is gratifying to per- 
ceive that the department has thus been mads 
self-sustaining, in accordance with sound 
principles, and with the express requirements 
cf the ccnetitution that its expenses should be 
paid out of its own revenues after the 1st of 
March, 1863." 

CONCLUSION. 

The message concludes as follows: 
"The hope last year entertained of an early 
termination of the war has not been realized. 
Could carnage have satisfied the appetite of 
our enemy for the destruction of huma". life, 
or grief have appeased their wanton desire to 
inflict human suffering, there has been blood- 
shed enough on both side?, and two lands 
have been sufficiently darkened by the weeds 
of mourning to induce a disposition for peace. 

"If unanimity in a people could dispel da. 
lusion, it has been displayed too unmistaka- 
bly not to have silenced the pretence that the 
Southern States were merely disturbed by a 
factious insurrection, and it must leng since 
have been admitted that they were but exer- 
cising their reserved right to modify their own 
. government in such manner as would best se- 
cure their own happiness. But these consid- 
erations have been powerless to allay the un- 
christian hate of those who, long accustomed 
to draw large profits from a union with us, 
cannot control the r?ge excited by the con- 
viction that they, by their own folly, de- 
stroyed the- richest sources of their pros- 
perity. They refuse even to listen to propo- 
sals for the only peace possible between us — a 
peace which, rccogniziog the impassable gulf 
which divides us, may leave the two peoples 
separately to recover from theinjnries inflict- 
ed on both by the causeless war now waged 
against U3. Having begun the war in direct 
violation of their constitution, which forbade 
the attempt to coerce a state, they have been 
hardened by crime, until they no longer at- 
tempt to veil their purpose to de3troy the in- 
stitutions and subvert the government and in- 
dependence of those states. We now know 
that the only reliable hope for peace is in the 
vigor of our resistance, a3 the cessation of their 
hostility is only to be expected from the pres- 
sure of their necessities. 

"The patiiotism of the people has proved 
equal to every sicrifice demanded by our 
country's need. We have been united cs a 
people never were unitsd under like circum- 
stances before. God has blessed us with suc- 
cess disproportionate to our mean3, and, under 
His divine favor, our labors must at last be 
crowned with the reward due to men who 
have given all they possessed to the righteous 
defence of their inalienable rights, their homes 
and their altars."

nent had been left by foreign powers to the 
two great maritime nations of Western Eu- 
rope, and that the governments of these two 
nations had agreed to take no measures with- 
out previous eoucert. The resolt of these ar- 
rangements has therefore placed it in the pow- 
er of either France or England to obstruct at 
pleasure the recognition to which the Confed 
eracy is justly entitled, or even to prolong the 
continuance ot hostilities on this side of the 
Atlantic, if the policy of either could be nro 
moted by tho postponement of peace. Eicb, 
too, thus became possessed of great influence 
in so shaping the general exercise of neutral 
lights in Europe as to render them subservient 
to the purpose of aiding one of the belliger- 
ents to the detriment of the other. I referred, 
your last session, to some of the leading 
rata in the course pursued by professed neu- 
trals, which betrayed a partisan leaning to the 
Bide of our enemies; but events have since 
occurred which induce me to renew the sub- 
ject in greater detail than was then deemed 
necessary. 

The message then recapitulates the action of 
England in reference to the observance of tho 
blockade, and discusses at length the validity 
of that action under international law. In this 
connection it is said: 

"The intimation that relations with the3e 
States would be discreditable because they ate 
sleveholding. would probably have been omit- 
ted if the official personago who has published 
it to the world had remembered that th»sa 
States were, when colonies, made slaveholdiog 
by the direct eiercUe of the power of Great 
Briton, whose dependencies they were, and 
whose interests in the slave trade wero then 
supposed to require that her colonies should be 
made slavcholding." 

It is complained also that England hn act- 
ed unfairly in permitting the Federals to ob- 
tain fupp'ics in that country while denying 
the same privilege to the rebels. 
The course of France is lhu3 referred to: 
"Itia not in my power to apprise you to what 
extent the government of France shares the 
views unreservedly avowed by that of Great 
Britain, no published correspondence of tho 
French government on tho subject having 
been received. No public protest nor opposi- 
tion, however, has been made by his Imperial 
Majesty against the prohibition to trade with 
us, imposed on French citizens by the paper 
blockade of the United States, although I 
have reason to bolieve that an unsuccessful 
attempt was roads on. his part to secure the 
afscutof the British government to a coarse 
of action more consonant with the dictates of 
public law and with the demands of justica 
toward us." 

As to the right of the rebch to claim recog- 
nition as a nation the message says. 

"For nearly three years this government 
hos exercised ucquestioncd jurisdiction over 
many millions of willing and united people. 
It has met and defeated vast armies of invad- 
ers, who have in vainsought its subversion. 
Supported by the confidence and affection of 
its citizens, fhe Confederacy has lacked no el- 
ement which distinguishes an independent 
nation, according to the principles of public 
law. IU legislative, executive, and judicial 
departments, each in Its sphere, have psr 
formed their eppropriate functions with a reg 
ularity as undisturbed as in a timo of profound 
peace, and the whole energies of the people 
tave teen developed in the organization of 
vast armies, while their rights and liberties 
have rested secure under the protection of the 
fofju3tice. This Confederacy i3 cither 
endent or it is a dependency of the (Jni- 
rs~ta.te», for no other earthly power claims 
the right to govern it. Without one historic 
fact on which the pretension can rest, with- 
out one line or word of treaty or covenant 
which can give color to title, the United 
States have asserted, and the British govern 
ment has chosen to concede, that these sov- 
ereign States are dependencies of the govern- 
rncnt which u administered at Washington. 
Great Britain has accordingly entertained with 
that government the closest and most intimate 
relations, while refusing, on its demand, ordi- 
nary amicable intercourse with us; and has, 
under arrangements made with the other na- 
tions of Europe, not only denied our just 
claim of admie8ion into the family of nations, 
but interposed, a passive though effectual bar 



rprehend any ob3tscle to the free exercise 
of their choice. The- Emperor of the French 
haa solemnly disclaimed any purpose to im- 
pose on Mexico a form of government not ac- 
ceptable to the nation, and the eminent por- 
Eonage to whom the throne has been tendered 
declines its ac«eptancc unle33 the offer be 
sanctioned by the suffrages of the people. In 
eirher event, therefore, we may conlidently 
expect tho continuance of those peaceful re- 
lations which Lave been maintained on the 
fiohtier, and even a large development of the 
commerce already existing to the . mutual ad- 
vantage of the two countries." 

TIIS AHMY. 

The rebel airay, according to the measure, 
is in better condition than ever before, bu: 
men are still greatly needed; 

"In view of the large conscription recently 
crdeied by the enemy, and their subsequent 
call for volunteers, to be followed, if effectual, 
by a still further draft, we are admonished 
that no effort must be sjared to add largely to 
our effective force as promptly as possible, 
The sources of supply are to be found by res- 
toring to the army all who are improperly 
absent, putting an end to substitution, modi- 
fying the exemption law, restricting details, 
and placing in the ranks such of the able- 
bodied men now employed aj wagoners, 
nursef, cooks, and o-her employees who arj 
doirjg service for which the negroe3 may be 
found competent." 

The message recommends the organization 
of an Invalid Corps, and urges that all new 
recruits be assigned to veteran organizitions, 
iostead of being formed into distinct compa- 
nies atd regiments. As to the Ordnance Di- 
purtment, it is said: 

'•The reporU from the ordnance and mining 
bureaus are very gratifying, and the exten- 
sion of ourweans of supply of arms and muni- 
tions of war from our home resources baa been 
such as to ensure our ability soon to become 
mainly, if not entirely, independent of sup- 
plies lrcm foreign conntrica. The establish 
ments for the casting of guns an 1 projectiles, 
for the manufacture cf small arms aud of gun- 
powder, for the supply of nitre from artificial 
nitre beds, and mining Operations generally, 
have been so distributed through the country 
as to place our resources beyond the rea;h ot 
partial disasters." 

EXCHANGE OF PRISONERS. 

The suspension in the exchange of prison- 
ers is laid, of coune, at the door of the Fed- 
eral authorities: 

"A systematic and concerted effort ha3 been 
made to quiet the complainta in the United 
States of those relatives and friend3 of the 
prisoners in our hands who are unable to un- 
deistand why the cartel is not executed in 
tkeir favor, by the groundless assertion that 
we are the parties wto refuse compliance. 
Attempts are also made to shield themsslves 
from the execration excited by their own odi- 
ous treatment of our officers and soldiers now 
captive in their hands, by misstatements, such 
as ihat the prisoners hel'd by us are deprived 
of food . To this "last accusation the conclu live 
acEwer baa been made, that, in accordaoce 
with our law and the general orders of the de- 
partment, the rations of the prisoners are pre- 
cisely the same, in quantity and quality, as 
those served out to our own gallant soldiera in 
the field, and which have been found sufficient 
to suprortthem in their arduous campaigas, 
while it is not pretended by the enemy that 
they trent prisoners by the same generous rule. 
By an induigence t perhaps unprecedented, we 
have even allowed the prisoners in oar hands- 
to be supplied by their frienda at homo with 
comforts not enjoyed by the men who cap- 
tured thera in battle. In contrast to this 
treatment, the most revolting inhumanity has 
characterized the conduct of the United States 
tovwird prisoners held by them. One promi- 
nent fact, which admits no denial or pallia- 
tion, must suffice as a test. The officers of 
our army, natives of southern and semi-trop- 
ical climates, and unprepared for the cold of a 
northern winter, have been conveyed, for im- 
prisonment, during tho rigors of the present 
bcbj-op, to the most northern and expo3ed sit- 
uations that could ba selected by the enemy. 
There, beyond the reach of comfortf, and often 
even of news from home and family, anJ ex- 
posed to the piercing cold of the northern 
lakes, tfcey we hell bj men who caonot be

Cairo, Dec. 17. 

By the Eteamer Mary E. Forsyth, from 
Memphis, we have dates to the evening of the 
15th. The steamer H. A. Hoomeyer had ar- 
rived from Duvall's Bluff. Her officers fur- 
nish the following particulars concerning an 
outrage by guerillas and their subseqoent 
punishment. 

Three soldiers, one of whom waa a Major, 
went a short distance outside our pickets, 
w hen they were suddenly attacked by gueril- 
las, who were concealed watching for them. 
The Major and one man wero instantly killed. 
The other escaped ar.d gave the alarm. A 
party started in pursuit of the deaperadoe3, 
and four were killed and four others taken 
prisoners. 

An order recently issued by Brigadier-Gan- 
al Veach, at Memphis, exempts from arrest 
the following c'.aeecs of persona: All peraons 
in the service of the United States, either 
military or civil; subjectaof friendly foreign 
powers; officers of the city government of 
Memphis; ministers of religion having 
churches and congregations; and persona 
bhrsically disqualified from performing mili- 
tary duty. 

On the 14th about 75 able-bodied men were 
picked up and marched to the fortifications 
On the following day all placea of business 
vrculdbe entered and all parties not hiving 
pioper certificates would bo impressed into 
the service.

We are gratified that this 
new point is called after the General, who if a 
great favorite with the loyal people of Ken- 
tucky, and Ihat his name is inscribed upon her 
geography as well as written in her history.

The Provost Marshal General's Report. 
Col. Fry, the Provost Marshal General, says 
in his report that, in making np the quota for 
each district, he took iato consideration the 
number of available men, not of the popula- 
tion, and dra/ted one-fifth of those enrolled 
in Class No. 1. The commutation money re- 
reived at the date of the report, November 17, 
amounted to 310,78S,000, paid by 35,060 men. 

Col. Fry recommends that the "three hun- 
dred dollar clause," as it is called, be abolish- 
ed, or limited to the cases of those whose reli- 
gious creed, like that of the Quakers, will not 
permit them to bear arms, but who certainly 
cannct be conscientiously op?03sd to contrib- 
uting in this mode to the support of the Gov- 
ernment which protects them, though it miy 
be averse to take up arms. 

Colonel Fry thinka it probable that "largo 
reicforcementa will ba obtained under the 
Preeiden/3 call of October 17, 1363, for 303,- j 
COO volunteers. If Congress should at an 
early day amend the enrolment act, 03 pro- 
posed, tho prospects lor getting volunteers 
will be greatly improved, and the certainty i 
of getting men by draft, if volunteering 
should fail, will be eatablishsd." 

It is recommended that $300 bounty be 
paid to raw recruits for old organizations, 
and $400 for veterans. The present pay and 
bounty of the soldiers do not compete with 
the wages paid throughout the country. Pro- 
curing volunteers will be better effected by 
increasing the bounty than by increasiog the 

Eighty-three thousand two hundrad an-i 
forty-two volunteers were received into the 
United States atrvice between January 1 and 
November 1, 1863—68,943 of them being for 
three years or the war. Nearly 22,000 ab- 
sentees and deserters have been apprehended 
by the officers of this Bureau between the l3t 
cf May and the 1st of November. The nun- 
tcr of deserters- in October is not yet known, 
but Ts probably less than in September. As- 
suming, however, that it is the same, it is 
fo«nd that tho number who deserted and ab- 
sented themselves in September and October 
is but one-half as great as the number in 
May and June. Thia diminution is attrib- 
uted to the increased probabilities of arrest, 
and to the puniEhment recently inflicted upon 
deserters. Continued success in the arrea". of 
desertera and adequate puniahment will, he 
thinks, reduce the evil of desertion to 3mall 
proportions^ 

Rock Island.— This point has lately become 
a place of general interest, from tha fact of 
its having been selected by the government 
for the confinement of rebel prisoners. Near-

As it has been some time sines I sent my 
last communication to tbe Journal, its read- 
As, who doubtless feel a lively interest in our 
welfare^will probably be happy to again hear 
from us. 

We are at present stationed near Tazewell, 
Tenn., occupying a beautiful and advanta- 
geous position in case of an advance of the 
enemy in this direction, and our boys, taking 
advantage of the opportunity, have construct- 
ed beautiful and formidable breastworks 
around the entire camp; and, if tho rebels 
make an advance in this direction, vou will 
certainly hear a good account from Harney's 
brigade. 

Since Lieut. Col. Dillard has been in com- 
mand of the regiment, he has won the entire 
confidence and esteem of every offiaer and 
man in the regiment. He haa proven himself 
to be one of the finest officers ia the service, 
and a more competent and rigid, yet gen- 
erous officer never commanded a regimpnt 
than Col. Dillard; The 3-Hh arc indebted to 
hia kindness, generosity, and untiring ener- 
gies for our welfare and comfort during our 
Kast Tennessee campaign — "the winter of our 
discontent." 

Captain Will. H. Fagan, of company C, re- 
turned from Knoxville (having run the block- 
ade) on the first inst. He brings cheering 
news from the besieged city. He states that 
the rebels have only met with reverses and de- 
feats in every attack since the beginning of 
the siege. 

The rebels, with about five thousand men, 
attacked one ot our forta containing Benja- 
min's battery, supported by about four br.i- 
dred infantry. The attack was made on Sun- 
day morning, the 29th day of November, and, 
after a severe contest of four hours' duration, 
the rebels were compelled to retreat in disor- 
der, leading about two hundred dead and 
wounded on tbe field. Two hundred and fifty 
prisoners were left in our possession. Two 
stands of rebel colors were planted on the fort, 
which were also captured. 

This i3 said to be one of the moat desperate 
and bloody contests, and one of the mo3t 
brilliant achievements for our forces, of tho 
war, our loss in killed and wounded being le3s 
than twenty. 

The Captain — a gallant officer and a gentle- 
man — feels confident of the success of our 
forces either in destroying and routing Long- 
street's forces or, if driven to extremes, of cut- 
ting their way through the rebel horde and 
malting their eEcape wuh comparatively small 
loss. ; F. I. B.

It is scarcely nece.-sary to say 
tl:;it the statement is incorrect, for t'uin indeed 
would be our ranks if we coulti count two 
Lurdred deserters. The list printed is that of 
l.-gitimato absentees at tec time of the general 
muster s*cn after tbe battle of Stone River, 
instead of the list of deserters, furr.ished at 
the same lime to headquarters at Frankfort, 
Ky. The affair might be looked upon as a 
good itka were there not a serious face 
to it. Tbe names given are principally 
these of tho sufferers at. Stone River — 
mi-D, who, at the time, were incarcerated in 
rebel LriscnB, suffering from wounds or on de- 
tached duty by tbe order of the Commanding 
Gereral. Now, too, many cf tbrse men are 
ic their graves; seme are still under treatment 
for wtubds received at Stone Iliverand Chick- 
amaufa; many have been discharged on ac- 
count ot disebility caused by these wounds, 
acd tbo prisoners now exch inged, are, and 
bf.Te Iter, performing duty iu the regiment. 
Tbist- irea most deserving of credit are mads 
to tear the stigma of desertion and disgrace, 
ncd the error becomes an oii'-ruge— tha slander 
being Eown broadcast over Kentucky in tha 
shut e of handbills and placards.

The building in which the rebel pris- 
oners are confined i3 on the upper end bf 
the Island, and is similar, we are told, to the 
Military Prison in this city. It is clean and 
comfortable, acd tb.9 ptisoners are well cared 
for. The Island constitutes a military post, 
which is in command of Col. A. J. Johnson, 
with two regiments under him to guard the 
piisoners. 

There are nt this time five thousand prison- 
ers on tho Island, and the number is being 
increased almost daily. 

We are informed that there i; no possible 
chasce for a prisoner to escape, and that it 
c<Tcrs greater security than any other priion 
in tbo West. 

Tho Island was first occupied by Colonel 
Davenport, who was murdered for his money 
by two brothers named Long some year3 ago. 
His palatial residence is still on the Island, 
and is now occupied by his son, who inherited 
his father's princely fortune. Tho trees and 
shrubbery on Rock Island render it a delight- 
ful spot in summer, and the surroundings are 
said to be exceedingly beautiful and romantic. 
Our informants state that when they left, the 
ice was r.wimming in the river, and the cold 
was very severe. 

A It -ire number of the prisoners are sick 
with disesse* contracted iu the army. There 
are no re-bel officers confined at this point. 
The quarters of the prisoners and their rations 
are the same as those furniahed to our own 

soldiers. . 

Mor.E Outrages asd Rodbebiks — During 
Wednesday evening, says the Nashville Dis- 
patch, several Federal cavalrymen were sacn 
in the neighborhood of the Brick Church Pike. 
About half-past ten at night, four of thera 
stepped at the house of Mr. U. T. Wilkinson, 
about six and a halt miles from town, and 
fned his tool shop and a large shed, which lat- 
ter contained several loads of hay, feed, etc., 
11 of which were consumed. The fire alarmed 
tbe family, almost all of the members of which 
wcie fired at as they made tbeir appearance 
at tbe windows. Mr. Wilkinson was shot at, 
the ball passing within an inch cf his head 
and lodging in the bed post. After some dif- 
ficulty, Mr. Wilkinson got his family out of 
tbe house, when the robbers entered, and, af- 
ter ransacking the premises, carried off sundry 
articles, among other thicg3 Mr. Wilkinson's 
overcoat. According to the negroes of the 
ncighbcihood, these men were about the place 
all day, reconnoitring tbe premises of differ- 
ent persons. 

On the 6ame day, ten armed men, in citi- 
zens' dress, attacked several persons about 
three milto from Lebanon, robbing one of 
them of more than one huudred dollars, and 
the rest of what money they had. 

No clue is yet obtained as to the identy of 
either parly, but efforts are being made for 

their arrest.^ . 

Destructive Fire— The Fine KrsiJenee of 
W. U. Walker in Ashee.— We regret to learn 
that the elegant mansion of our friend Wm. 
H. Walker, in Pewce Valley, was entirely de- 
strojed by fire between one and two o' clock 
Friday morning. Clothing, furniture, nic'ures, 
books, long- cherished mementos of affection 
and friendship, all were destroyed utterly, 
nothing being rescued from tbe llames but a 
secretary containing private business papers. 
The tuilditg, which was large, wa3 of 
fn:me, and the wind blowing a hurri- 
cane at the time, the fir* spread with 
such Tepidity from the time of dis- 
covery as hardly to r.llow the family op- 
portunity to escape. The property was par- 
tially insured in the Farmers' Mutual Insu- 
rance Company, in this city. 

The building-stone of Pewee Valley is a 
beautiful gray limestone, nnd we understand 
that a much mere substantial structure, of this 
material, will next summer be erected upon 
the site of the resideace just destroyed.

The Scarcity or Gbscisb Bourbon. — Some 
parlies interested in the liquor trade seem to 
have misunderstood our remarks of hut week 
on tbe scarcity of genuine Bourbon whiskey. 
We did not mean to say that there i3 noue 
whatever of the gennine article to he found. 
What we meant to say was, that of the oceans 
of fluid sold under that name, the quantity of 
the real beverage to be met with was but a 
drop in the backet. For instance, there i3 
tow on hand in the city of New York over 
50,000 barrels of whiskey purporting to be 
Bourbon, and sold under that designation. 
Now, there are three counties in Kentucky 
that manufacture this whiskey, and no djstil- 
ler manufactures over 500 barrels a year; and 
the whole amount manufactured yearly in the 
three counties mentioned — Nelson, Harrison, 
and Bourbon— does nst exceed 10,000 barrels, 
if it reaches that figure, aud yet we have con- 
sumed in this country, within the hut three 
years, over n hundred thousand barrels — more 
than enough to launch the Great Eastern. Of 
course, the tre-ater part of the amount im- 
bibed is made elsewhere than in Kentucky; 
chiefly in Baltimore and New York. Some 
of it derives its origin from Ohio. The fact 
that General Boyle, as previously stated, has 
prohibited the manufacture of the article en- 
tirely, of course el iminiihes tbe supply; and 
the chances of a purchaser obtaining the gen- 
uine article, though 6ome few houses no doubt 
have a limited quantity on hand, is about 
equal to the chances of drawing a prize in a 
lottery.— .iV. 7. Mercury.

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CONSERVATIVE UNION NATIONAL COMMITTKK. 

This body pursuant to adjournment meets at 
Independence Hall in Philadelphia on Wed- 
nesday next. 

We trust the meeting will be a full one. 
We (rust especially that all the members of 
the cemmittee from Kentucky will be present, 
and that they will be accompanied by as ma- 
ny other conservative Unionists of the State 
as can attend. We are assured that the sound 
part of our delegation in Congress will attend 
the meeting, and we presume that the sound 
parts of the other "Border delegations in Con- 
gress will do likewise. We trust so. It is 
certainly important that tbey should. The 
business of the committee, as will bo remem- 
bered, is to take into consideration the several 
methods which have been or may be pro- 
posed for the consolidation of the conserva- 
tives of the country in the next Presidential 
election, including the particular method rec- 
ommended to the committee by the advisory 
meeting of the Censervative Unionists re- 
cently held in Cincinnati. It is very obvious, 
that, in the consideration of this ploblem, 
the information and counsel of the Conserva- 
tive Unionists in Congress will be of signal 
value. Indeed, the developments of the list 
fortnight, as seen from the peculiarly advan- 
tageous stand-point of such Congressmen, 
roust constitute a decided if not the controll- 
ing element in any wise solution of the prob- 
lem. We accordingly deem their attendance 
of the first importance. 



■■"Another period of inaction is upon 
us," fay the military critics in civil life, refer- 
ring to the pause in the progress of Grant and 
the army of the Cumberland. Such criticism 
is all too common with our people, and the 
would-be Jominis show their ignorance of 
military science and of the chief necessities for 
pushing forward a campaign whenever they 
attempt to write or talk about strategy or 
tactics. In point of fact, Gen. Grant must be 
regarded as having just possessed himself of 
Chattanooga alter nearly three months' of per- 
sistent effort. From the middle of September, 
when Bragg, reinforced by Longstreet, at- 
tempted to prevent the concentration of the 
corps of McCook and Thomas upoa the corp3 
Of Crittenden, and thus brought on the battles 
of the 19th and 20th upon the Chickamauga, 
until the enemy was dislodged from Lookout 
Mountain and driven back from their menac- 
ing positions before Chattanoogi, that place 
cannot be considered as in our available pos- 
session. Its only importance is as a base of 
Supplies for an advance upon Rome and 
Atlanta, and thence it was unavailable 
until the entire line of communication be 
tween it and Nashville by the way of the rail- 
road, with the aid of the river, was completely 
opened. That has been effected, and now be- 
fore the smoke of the battle ha3 curled away 
from Lookout Mountain or the first extra days' 
rations can possibly have been received at the 
now base, wo hear the querulous remark that 
"another period of inaction is upon us." If 
we understand the theory of the campaign de- 
signed by Rosecrans, and carried oat by 
Grant and Burnside, it was to drive the rebels 
out of Middle and Eutern Tennessee, and to 
keep them out so that they could not winter 
there or derive any commissary or quarter- 
master stores from the region which was lost 
year confessedly the main reliance of the Con- 
federacy for all its supplies. This also has 
been accomplished; Grant at Chattanooga 
and Burnside at Knoxville have stood with 
the flaming sword to guard the ingress to this 
much-coveted Eden, and the r. • U have 
looked longingly but vainly at its rich and 
Taried productions. In a strictly military point 
of view, the work has been accomplished, and 
the campaign might close with all honor to 
the Army of the Cumberland.. 

But "inaction" i3 not the policy of Grant, 
and, though the rigors of winter are begin- 
ning to be experienced by his men, he will 
not hesitate to take the field again in force as 
soon as the necessary preparations for an ad- 
vance can be made. But these preparations 
involve an amount cf labor which no one can 
realize who has not been an eye-witness to 
the forwarding of supplies for the u3e of a 
large army. Every pound of all that is con- 
sumed by man or beast, all ammunition and 
ordnance stor«s, must be collected at Chatta- 
nooga, and all necessary preparations made 
to forward it with the advance of the army, 
before any one has a right to dream of "in- 
action." How much time these indispensa- 
ble proceedings will require, we do not know. 
But if any one desires to make nn approxi- 
mate guess cf the labor incident thereto, let 
bim imagine that he has under his care and 
coEtrol the entire population resident for ten 
miles around the Falls of the Ohio, to clothe, 
feed, and support them for an indefinite 
ength of time, and that all should commence 
their migration Southerly, and that he then 
must have the additional charge of providing 
transportation for everything as they advance, 
bcspitals for the sick, and vehicles for those who 
give out on the march, and he will then have 
a very faint idea of the work to be done in 
anticipationibetween those pause3 in more ac- 
tive operations, which our sagacious civil crit- 
ics regard as "inactive." Those who have 
been the brawlers for activa advances have 
been reaponsible for nearly all the reverses to 
the Union arms during the rebellion, for they 
have induced Generals to enter upon cam- 
paigns for which they were not prepared. 
The true secret of the undeviating success of 
Gen. Grant is that he brooks no interference 
with bis plans, and takes his own good time 
to prepare and mature them. If there were 
lets fanltrfinding and carping criticism, there 
would be more skilful operations on the part 
of our military leaders. The "inaction" of 
Gen. Grant is very much like the crouching 
of a lion before it makes the fatal spring, and 
when he does advance it will doubtless be 
with terrible and triumphant effect.

We thought and said that they 
were prbdigies of young genius. We predict- 
ed for h<r a great fame.

|£^-Monday, January 12, 13G3, was a black 
day in the House of Representatives of the 
Congress of the United States — "deeply, dark- 
ly, beautifully" black and blue; it was a sat- 
urnalia of Black Republicanism of the moct 
intense hue, and the tombre cloud was unre- 
lieved by any lining of silver or other color 
approaching white. The majority of the 
Houes 6eemed lo realize the full force of the 
refrain popularized by S. S. Cox of Ohio: 

For him wo speak, for l»m w '« Pray, 
For him wo work from day to day, 
This colored from Africa. 

A glance at the Congressional Globe, which 
details the proceedings of the eventful day, 
though its columns are not clothed in solemn 
black, will show so dark that charcoal would 
almost make a light streak across them. If 
there is a super-superlative Wrm to describe 
the most intense intensity of blackness, we 
would like to employ it, but dark as Erebu>, 
or the Niger, or the portals of the infernal re- 
gions, are all merely comparative terms, and 
fail most signally to express our meaning. 
We can therefore only quote from the day's 
proceedings, and let them speak for them- 
selves. The first person who ventilated the 
"colored cuss from Africa," was Mr. Eiiiott, 
who proposed to establish a Bureau of Eman- 
cipation, the details of the plan not having 
been read at the Clerk's desk. Mr. 
Stevens next introduced a bill to fix 
the pay of colored officers, soldiers, chap- 
lains, and musicians, and another bill to re- 
repeal the fugitive slave law of February 12, 
1791! and the amendatcry act of September 13, 
1850. M r. Ashley also introduced a bill to re- 
peal all acts and parts of acts for the rendi- 
tion of fugitive slaves; another to provide for 
the submission to the several States of a prop- 
osition to amend the national constitution 
prohibiting slavery in all the States and ter- 
ritories now owned or which may hereafter 
be acquired by the United States; and still 
another to authorize the enlistment of colored 
soldiers in the rebellious districts. Mr. 
Lovejoy introduced a bill "to give effect 
to the Declaration of Independence and 
also to certain provisions of the Constitution 
of the United States," which enacts that all 
slaves arc free and shall be protected, and de- 
clares that the arrest of any slave with intent 
to reduce him to servitude shall be a misde- 
meanor, punishable by imprisonment from one 
to five years, and by fine from $1,000 to $5, - 
000. Tlje same amiable madman introduced 
another bill to protect freed men and punish 
any one for enslaving them. Mr. Arnold in- 
troduced a bill to carry into execution the 
emancipation proclamation and prohibiting 
the holding of certain persons as slaves in all 
that portion of the United States designated 
therein. Mr. Wilson introduced a joint reso- 
lution to amend the Constitution by declaring 
the abolition of slavery and giving to Con- 
gress the power to enforce the abolition by 
appropriate legislation. 

There are other bills doubtless of the 
same complexion, which do not show their 
color by their titles, but we have enu- 
merated enough to exhibit the spirit which 
animates the malignant radicals of the House. 
Their evident design is to abolish slavery by 
violence, and at the same time to prohibit it 
in future by changing the Constitution. To 
effect the latter end, bills have been intro- 
duced to admit several of the Territories as 
States cf the Union, while under the Presi- 
dent's Proclamation of the 9th Inst, no old 
State will be recognized unless it comes back 
to its loyalty under an abolition flag. If 
these schemes should succeed there will be no 
difficulty in procuring the constitutional 
number of States to give their assent to the 
proposed constitutional amendments. To say 
nothing of the utter and sweeping contempt 
for the constitution, can anything be more 
treacherous than this total disregard of the 
material interests of Kentucky and other 
Border States, which have asserted their loy- 
alty by sacrifices which radicalism cannot 
comprehend, and upheld the integrity of the 
Union by devotion which insane zealots can- 
not estimate? 



t»a?"Mr. Lincoln in his -proclamation, after 
declaring that a state government established 
in a revolting State by a certain number of a 
certain class of persons and conforming to a 
certain standard prescribed by himself will be 
recognized as the true government and the 
State will then be permitted to resume its 
place in the Union, adds: 

And 1 do further proclaim, declare, and 
make known that any provision which may 
be adopted by such State government ia re- 
lation to the freed people of such State, which 
shall recognize and declare their permanent 
freedom, provide for their education, and 
which may yet be consistent, as a temporary 
arrangement, with their present condition as 
a laboring, landless, and homeless class, will 
not be objected to by the national Executive. 
And it is suggested as not improper, that, in 
constructing a loyal State government in any 
State, the namo of the State, the boundary, 
the subdivisions, the constitution, and the 
general code of laws, as before the rebellion, 
be maintained, subject only to the modifica- 
tions made necessary by the conditions here- 
inbefore stated, and such others, if any, not 
contravening said conditions, and which may 
be deemed expedient by those framing the 
the new State government. 

This is surely a most remarkable and most 
significant passage. It betrays the monstrous 
absolutism of the whole plan so clearly as to 
be fairly ludicrous. In the passage immedi- 
ately preceding this, Mr. Lincoln tells the re- 
volting States what they must do in respect to 
slavery in order to be permitted to return to 
their places in the Union; in this passage he 
tells them what they ought to do in respect 
to everything else before they return to 
their places, and what they miy do 
Kith hit consent after they shall have actu- 
ally returned to their places on his own terms 
and been acknowledged by him as loyal and 
equal members of the Union. Think of it! 
Mr. Lincoln not only dictates to the revolting 
States the term3on which they shall be recog- 
nized as States of the Union, but announces 
in advance what as recognized States of the 
Union they may or may not do with his per- 
mission. He promises to recognize the States 
as States, if they will abolish slavery; but 
he does not promise to treat them as 
States, even if they purchase recognition on 
his own terms. On the contrary, he very un- 
mistakably threatens still to treat them as the 
creatures of his will. Not content with re- 
quiring the States to purchaso his recognition 
of their statehood by demeaning themselves 
as conquered provinces, he turns into a mock- 
ery even the statehood he offers to recognize 
on these degrading conditions. In short, he 
requires the States to come in under his yoke, 
only to be put into his leading-strings. And 
this is the plan on account of which the radi- 
cals are hailing Mr. Lincoln as a second 
Moses! God save the wits and the morals of 
the radicals. 



JgfThe seizure of the steamer Chesapsake, 
a regular packet between New York and Port- 
land, by the joint agency of Canadians and 
rebel emissaries, is a subject which will de- 
mand the careful scrutiny of our authorities. 
The St. Johns (N. B.) Globe acknowledges 
that the scheme was matured there, meetings 
held, and the passage money of the actors paid 
from that place to New Y'ork. Capt. Braine, 
who was the leader of the expedition, with 
four others, belonged to St. Johns. If we are 
to have Canadian-rebel as well as Anglo- rebel 
pirates, it is time that arrangements should be 
made to repel them, and our navy should 
have orders to watch Halifax, St. Johns, and 
other points where acts violative of interna- 
tional comity are concocted by persons who 
are said to be "of the worst specimens of hu- 
manity denominated roughs, and one of them 
justoutof the penitentiary." 

There is another aspect of this piratical af- 
fair which demands attention nearer home. 
It is said that as the parties engaged in it 
made their rendezvous at New Y'ork, it was 
arranged that at a certain store in that city 
each of them was to call at different periods, 
to avoid suspicion, and receive a parcel con- 
sisting of revolvers, ammunition, and hand- 
cuffs. It is also alleged that the entire cargo 
of the Chesapeako wa3 entered by rebel 
agents, and consisted of such materials, con- 
traband of war, as would be most useful to 
the insurgents. In fact the plot was system- 
atically arranged between Newfoundland and 



New Y'ork by the accredited agents of the 
Confederacy. If the St. John's Globe is so 
cognizant of these facts that it can speak with 
such precision, and even name the persons 
engaged in the plot, the detectives of the New 
Y'ork police have certainly a clue to the dis- 
covery of those in that city who have 
been the agents of tbe rebels and the planners 
of the piratical act. As tbe captured steam r 
wss net taken into St. Johns, but was coaled 
off that harbor, the British provincial authori- 
ties carcot be accused of aiding the pirates 
directly, but the same moral culpability at- 
taches to them as to the Home Government 
when it allowed other vessels to leave British 
waters to depredate upon our commerce. We 
look to cur State Department for the most 
searching investigation into the agency of 
parties, at home and abroad, in this bold act 
of pirnev.

Washington, Dec. 18. 

SENATE. 

Mr. Grimes asked to be excused from far- 
ther service on the Committee on Xara.1 Af- 
fairs. 

After a brief conversation against granting 
the request, the Chairman of the Naval Com- 
mittee saying the services of the gentleman 
were very important at this time, when there 
is a necessity for a reform in the Nary De- 
partment, the further consideration cT the 
subject was postponed until Monday. 

Mr. How presented a memorial from citi- 
7.<ns of Wisconsin, askisg that some action be 
taken with a view to tbe amendment of the 
constitution to prohibit slavery in all the 
Stales and Territories. 

Mr. Wilson, from the Committee on Military 
Affairs, reported back, with amendments, the 
bounty bill.* Also, the bill amsnding the en- 
rolling act, with an amendment repealing the 
$300 clause. 

Mr. Dixon offered an amendment exempt, 
ing clergymen from the draft. The amend- 
ments weie ordered to be printed. 

Mr. Suncer's resolution for a new rule, re- 
quiring Senators to take the oath of alle- 
giance prescribed by the> Act of Congress be- 
f jre entering on their duties, was taken up. 

Mr. Saulsbary said that his colleague, Mr. 
Bayard, was the only Senator to be affected 
by this order, and he had a right to ask that 
tbe question involved should be referred to 
the Committee on Judiciary for their action 
and opinion. 

Mr. Saulsbury made a motion to that effect. 

Mr. Trumbull opposed.the motion. 

Messrs. Johnson and Collamer could not 
see any evil that could result from the refer- 
ence proposed. 

Mr. Bayard said he was unwilling, without 
a decision of the Senate, to take the oath. Ho 
wanted their decision on this subject. He had 
views against the constitutionality of the 
oath, but he could take it as readily as any 
member of this body. 

Messrs. McDougal and Powel advocated its 
reference to a committee. 

Mr. TenEyck could see no good to result 
from such reference, S3 the Judiciary Commit- 
tee are of the same opinion now as when they 
reported the act. 

The Senate refused, by 11 majority, to refer 
the resolution to the Judiciary Committee. 
Without concluding the subject, the Senate 
went into executive session. Adjourned". 

Washington, Dec. 18. 

We learn through despatches received at the 
headquarters of this department from General 
CorcoraD, that last night company I, of the 
155th New York regiment, at Saugistu3 Sta- 
tion, in the midst of a terrible storm, then 
raging, was attacked by a body of Stuart's 
rebel cavalry, about 1,500 strong, under com- 
mand of the rebel General Ross, which left 
Fredericksburg on Wednesday night last. 
CouUary to their expectations, the company 
was on the railroad doing guard duty, and 
made - gallant and, as it turned out, a success- 
ful resistance, having bsaten them off four 
times before they were flanked. Their tents 
were burned by a portion of the enemy who 
were in the rear. The company wa3 then 
forced to retire, with a loss of twomen wound- 
ed and one taken prisoner. 

The rebels attempted to burn the bridge 
over Hope Run, but took a stampede before 
doing it any damage to speak of, as it was re- 
paired in two hours this morning, and trains 
are now running again. On moving off again, 
the rebels sent back to Fredericksburg three 
ambulances of their wounded, and left in the 
direction of Centreville. As soon as daylight, 
Gen. Corcoran, who was in command, sent 
the cavalry in pursuit of the foe, and has since 
reported that ita advance had come up with 
the rebel rear. 

The following is from the correspondent of 
the Baltimore American, dated Charleston, 
December 13: Gilmore again shelled Charles- 
ton Thursday night, throwing a nunber of 
shells into different parts of the city, without 
doing much damage. All the rebel batteries 
opened, and a heavy bombardmeut ensued for 
several tours. 

The storm is washing away the rebel ob- 
structions, and yesterday a large numbtr of 
heavy timber, bolted together with iron, came 
tiown with the tide. They were secured and 
towed ashore by our tugs. The amount of 
timber that came down is so large that it is 
believed the obstructions must be seriously 
damaged. 

There is no news of importance. 

[World's Spcclnl.1 

The Senate Military Commiltoe had a long 
session on the amendments to the Conscrip- 
tion Act, and it is learned that, after an ani- 
mated debate, the $300 exemption clause was 
stricken out, aud the two classes put into one. 
These are the only principal amendments to 
the bill, and they will be reported to-morrow 
and an effort made to pass them at once, so 
that the House may have the bill on Monday 
to go to work on, and complete it before the 
adjournment is had for the holidays. The 
object is to prevent the postponement of the 
draft on the 5th of January. 

Chattanooga, Dec. 18. 

Gen. John H. Morgan escaped acro3s the 
Tennessee at Gillespie's Landing, sixty miles 
above here, on Sunday evening. Captains 
William and Robert Cummings, who escaped 
from Columbus with him, were captured, to- 
gether with fourteen of his escort of thirty. 
Reaching the neighborhood of the river, they 
impressed every citizen to prevent the alarm 
being given, and hurriedly constructed rafts 
at the mouth of White's creek, on which an 
attempt to cross was made. A citizen, who 
eluded their pickets, gave the alarm, and the 
attempt was nearly frustrated. Morgan es- 
caped on a valuable race-horse presented to 
h m In Kentucky, going in the direction of 
Athens. Gen. Howard, who is in command 
at Athens, has cavalry scouring the country, 
and possibly Morgan will yet be taken. 

Wheeler has rejoined Hardee, and 13 reor- 
ganizing his cavalry force. 

R< fugees and deserters say that the rebel 
cavalry witl be actively employed during the 
winter. 

On Wcdne-day, the guerilla Champ Fergu- 
son, with a small force, captnred a part of the 
1st cavalry division, on the march from Mc- 
Micnville to Sparta. Peter Ebel, sutler of the 
9th Pennsylvania cavalry, and three others 
were murdered. 

Hardee's headquarters are at Dalton, and 
his pickets extend as far as Tunnel Hill. His 
army, including the Georgia militia, numbers 
thirty-five thousand strong. It is represented 
as btiEg utterly demoralized. 

Generals Grant and Sherman left for Bridge- 
port to-day. 

Steamboats make the trip from Bridgeport 
to Loudon, whence store are transported by 
rail twenty-two miles to Knoxville. 

There i3 nothing from Gordon Grantor, 
who is with Burnside, probably fighting 
Longstreet, who is at bay near Rogersville. 

Caiho, Dec. 18. 

Memphis dates to the 16th inst. have been 
received. 

A force cent out against the rebels who 
bave been firing into steamers at Waterproof, 
found them, killed 1C, wounded several, and 
took sorno prisoners. 

The steamer Mars, from New Orleans, ar- 
rived at Memphis with nearly 200 bales of 
cotton; the Des Moines, from Friar's Point, 
with 300 bales; and the Silver Lake, with 
300 bales, and about as much from White 
River. 

The cotton market i3 dull and little business 
doing, in consequence of the confusion arising 
from soldiers arre3ting parties who had not 
complied with the late military orders. Sales 
2.:5 bales of .middling to strictly middling at 
tit: cenls; Cj bales good middling at C7QjG8 
cents. 

The Silver Mood, from Memphis for Cincin- 
nati wilh a barge of cotton, arrived. One 
hundred and fifty bale* were added here, be- 
ing part of a lot cf 917 bales seized here on 
the Crescent City on account of charges 
against the owners for a violation of the reg- 
ulations of the Treasury Department. 

The steamer Albert Pearce, from New Or- 
leans, arrived with 150 hogsheads of sugar for 
St. Louis. News anticipated. The gunboat 
convoying her was fired into from a battery 
near Rodney. The marine fleet near by moved 
down and commenced a vigcrou3 shelling. 

The Effie Dean collided with a gunboat in 
sight of Cairo, and was sunk. Her lower 
deck was light, and can be raised. 

Fortress Monroe, Dec. 17. 

The flag of truce steamer arrived list even- 
ing, and brought from City Point a free ne- 
gro, who was captured at Gettysburg and 
recently liberated by the rebel authorities, 
and two surgeons who had been some time in 
prison at Atlanta, Georgia. While the latter 
were at Richmond the rebel officers showed 
them through all the prisons in and about tbe 
city. They report that they found our pris- 
oners quite comfortable and well fed, though 
they were partly furnished from provisions 
sent from the loyal States. 

The Richmond Whig, of Dec. 15, says: On 
Thursday last an explosion took place at the 
Chesterfield coal-pits from the admission of 
gas into the room from the Raccoon pit, near 
Clover Hill, twenty-nine miles from Rich- 
mond. Sixteen men killed, and three injured. 
The acident occasioned a tremendous explo- 
siou. The flames from the hissing gas ascend- 
ed some hundred feet above the orifice of the 
pit. 

New York, Dsc. 18. 

By tbe Arago, it is stated that the recent 
heavy gale swept away nearly all the rebel 
obstructions in Charleston harbor, and their 
remnants line the shores. The entrance to the 
harbor is now believed to be clear, aud it is 
supposed that our navy will take due advan- 
tage of the fact. 

The New Orleans Picayune of the 9th has 
news of the recapture of Puebla by Juarez's 
forces, and that Comonfort was advancing 
against the French. 

The French in Tampico are in a state of 
siege, and have lost 80O men by yellow fever. 

Philadelphia, Dec. 18. 

The subscription agent reports the sale of 
$106,000 worth of 5-20's today. Sales for the

Washington, Dec. 18. 
Mutually friendly and satisfactory explana- 
tions have taken place to-day between the 
Secretary of State and Lord Lyons, concern- 
ing the recovery of the Chesapeake and her 
crew within British jurisdiction in Nova 
Scotia. 

The Committee of Elections has now before 
it five contested cases from Missouri, two from 
Pennsylvania, one from Massachusot3, one 
from Kentucky, one from Maryland, one from 
Iowa, and one from Virginia. 

It was Representative Cravens, of Indian*, 
who yesterday moved to separate the resolu- 
tions of Representative Smith, of Kentucky, 
in the House, in order to have a vote on them 
separately. This statement is considered prop- 
er to be made by some of the gentlemen who 
voted and carried his proposition, for while 
they were ready to vote for those declaring it 
the duty of Congress to pass all necessary bills 
to supply men and money, and tendering 
thanks to the ormy in the field, there wis 
much in the first resolution which opposed an 
armistice, or intervention, or mediation, or 
proposition from peace from any quarter, and 
for which they could not vote. 

The Senate of Virginia, in session at Alex- 
andria, passed a bill to-day for the election of 
delegates by the people to a convention, to 
assemble in that city on the 25th of January, 
to alter and amend the State constitution so as 
to abolish slavery in the counties of Accomac': 
Northampton, Princess Ann, Elizabeth City, 
and York, and including the cities of Norfolk 
and Portsmouth. By the. President's procla- 
mation of January last, all slave3 iu the re- 
mainder of the State are free. 

The act sets forth as a reason for the change 
that, without it, the executive and judicial 
officers of the State in executing the laws of 
master and slave will be brought into con- 
flict with the military authoritie3 of the 
United States. 

A till for a similar purpose is pending in 
the House of Delegates. From thes2 two will 
be framed by a committee of conference an 
act, which, it is expected, will pais both 
Houses Monday on the amendment o! tin pay 
and bounty bill reported by Mr. Wilson to- 
day from the committee on military affairs. 

Bounties are confined to those enlisted prior 
to January, 18«4, and after that date no boun- 
ties to substitutes aad none to enlisted and 
drafted men, excepting the bounty of $100 
now allowed, will be paid. 

The same Senator repotted back the bill 
amendatory of the Enrolment Act, withanew 
clause abolishing the $300 commutation fea- 
ture. It includes the enrolment of any 
person arriving at the age of twenty years, 
and any person who has not been in tbe ser- 
vice two years and been honorably discharged. 
It exempts any person who may attain his 
fortieth year before the enrolment and the 
draft, but abolishes the exemption of felons. 
It exempts none where relatives are depend- 
ent on their labor for support, unless actually 
supported by their labor. 

Mr. Wilson's amendment exempts all per- 
sons recognized as clergymen by ecclesiastical 
authority of their denominations. 

Mr. Hendricks's amendment proposes two 
clashes of enrolled persons, as in the existing 
law, the second class not being liable to be 
called until the first is exhausted. 

The Republican extra has the following: 
Lieut. Peck, 2d regiment of District of Co- 
lumbia volunteers, has given us the particulars 
of a bold raid made by Stuart's cavalry ja3t 
night, on tbe Orange and Alexandria Rail- 
road, about a mile and a half beyond Fairfax 
Station. The rebels, about 800 strong, accom- 
panied by the notorious Mosby.about 8 o'clock, 
attacked the guard on the railroad at that 
point, which consisted of company I of the 
155th New York regiment. The company 
made a brave resistance, and were only cap- 
tured by the cavalry forming a hollow square 
around them. The rebels had previously cut 
the telegraph wires, but word wa3 conveyed 
as quickly as possible to Col. Drew, in com- 
mand of a battalion of four companies of the 
2d District of Columbia at Fairfax Station, 
who started with his command to reinforce 
the party. The progress of the train was 
stopped at Hope Run, where the rebeb hod 
burned the bridge and tore up ths track for 
about two miles. 

When Col Drew arrived at Hope Rui, it 
was extremely dark, and rain poured down 
furiously. He fired several volleys at tho 
rebels, which they returned. None of pur 
men wero wounded. It wa3 evidently the ob- 
ject of the raiders to capture a railroad train 
from Alexandria, loaded with large quantities 
of provisions and forage tat the army, which 
was due at the time. Tbe train happened to 
be an hour and a half too late, and conse- 
quently escaped tbe capture. It is quite like- 
ly that the rebels committed further outrages 
on the road beyond Hope Run, of which we 
have not been informed. Thi3 raid revives 
very forcibly the memory of the former ex- 
ploits of Stuart's cavalry. 

New York, Dec. 18. 

The Australasian, from Liverpool Dec. 5th 
arrived at 6 this evening. She brings the fol- 
lowing additional intelligence: 

A great storm of three days had proved 
most di.'ustr.'us to England, aad both land and 
sea, and the d.-image to property was exten- 
sive, and the coast was strewn wit!, wrecks. 
At Holyhead, 54 bodies were fouud floating 
into the hatbor. 

A letter in the London Daily News say3 
it is understood that the new rebel privat«er 
Rappahannock is still believed to be at Calais. 
She is very fast, and the writer charges that it 
is well understood at Sheernes what she was 
intended for. 

The Pope of Rome had received a deputa- 
tation from the Confederates, who presented 
letters from Jeff Davis. It was believed the 
reception of the letters had no official charac- 
ter, they being merely complimentary. 

A large meeting had beta held at Preston, 
which passed resolutions ia favor of contin- 
ued neutrality. 

Fould's financial statement shows that the 
accumulated deficit now reaches 972,000,000f. 
A loan of 300,000f is proposed. 

The Mexican expenses during the year will 
reach 215,000,000f. Three ships are fitting out 
to blcciade the Western coast of Mexico as 
far rs Acapulco.

Tho position of the Dano-Germm question 
is unchanged. England and Russia are mak- 
ing movements for a jiac.fi: adjustment. 

London, Dec. C. — The British Crown law- 
yers have announced the condemnation of 
the British bark Springbok by the New York 
District Court illegal, and Lord Lyons is to 
remonstrate. 

The Globe newspaper contains slrong com- 
ments on the Springbok condemnation. The 
Glebe is the Government organ.
